A bill. to amend the Legal Practitioners ; 


Ordinance of 1871 will be introduced in- 
to the. Legislative Council next, Thurs | 
day. . . ze . 
The object of this bill is: to ‘repeal 
Seofion: 20 of the Legal Practitioners 
Ordinance, 1871. ; : 
“The Attorney-General in a statement 
appended to the draft ordinance, says:— 
The history of the section is shortly this. 
In 1873, Mr. Rowett, an’ unofficial mem- 
ber of the Legislative Council, brought 
forward motion’ to the effect that it 
was desirable that barristera should: be 
Rermitted to take ‘business from clients 
direct in all cases except those in which. 
litigation’ had been actually commenced. 
‘this motion ‘did not go.so far as the sec- 
tion goes, but the ‘official view of the 
Motion seems to~have been that’ it prac- 
tically amounted to a motion for 


Famalgamation. There is some doubt’ as 


tg’ whether Mr. ‘Rowert’ did infend 
amalgamation. However that may be, his 


} main argument Wes that “the practice 
}of law was then inthe hands of ¢wo or 
pthree attorney's firms. who. managed to |-f 
kerew the most extortionate charges from |.

‘This is ope objection to the acction in 
question, ie., that it- effects a one-sided: 
and partial amalgamation. The view 
been expressed that amalgamation 
would be desirable in Hongkong. That 
view -has not hitherto been adopted by 
the Government. Whether amalgama- 
tion be desirable or not, however, there 
seems to be no good reason now. for the 
Peculiar provisions of the ascction in 
question. It may have been’ fully justif- 
ed at the time when it was first antroduc- 
ed, but there seems’ to be nothing in 
modern conditions which’ calls for its 
retention. Roe 
Another objection to the section is that 
ib is very doubtful what exactly it 
authorises. Opinions differ on this 
Point, Where the law and etiquette of 
the legal profession are the same as in 
England it is always possible to get 
decision from the Bar Council on any 
Uisputed -matter of this kind, but the 
Bar Council‘would probably refuse to ex- 
press any epinion' as ‘to the etiquette in 
Hongkong sucing that we have altered 
the. English rules py oe: lees Ordinance. 
decision’ could: be’ obtained from the 
Supreme Court here’ but possibly only 
upon an application to strike a barrister
